In aoy organization so large as that 
of the C P U. Vhsrs uader normal 
conditions over 100,00 ' employees are 
on ihe % payroll, one great problem is 
that of keeping the employees, so to 
speak, a dynamic (art of a living or¬ 
ganisation and not of a mere mach¬ 
ine. Zeal and ambition must be kept 
burning Just as every soldier of 
Napoleon carried a Held marshal's 
baton in his knapsack, so every office 
boy in/the company must reel ha Is a 
possible president, not merely earn 
his dollar a da^tlll pension day. Ons 
system Introduced on the western 
lines with Utls in mind lias proved 
exceedingly efficient.' Each superin¬ 
tendent or foreman or bead of a de¬ 
partment makes two reports a year 
on Ills staff. Bright men are thus 
earmarked for special promotion If 
any man Is criticised the report Is 
shown to him and Initialled by him 
before It goes to Winnipeg.

Fsks Wireless Message Outwits the 
Guileless Germans 

An interesting sidelight upon the 
North tiea battle Is supplied in a 
statement made to a correspondent 
by an officer of If.M.S. Indomitable, 
which played a prominent part in the 
action. 

After the Lion, which led the attack 
bad been struck by a shell and was 
forced to drop out of the fighting 
line, an urgeilt wireless message was 
despatched by Sir David Beatty to 
CMatham calling for tuge to he sent 
out Immediately to. the scene of ac¬ 
tion to tow the disabled flagship to 
the harbor 

The message was (as the admiral 
Intended it ehould be I intercepted 
by German submarines operating in 
the rear, between the British squad 
ron and the east coast The enemy 
submarines ignorant of the ruse prae 
Used upon them, took up a position 
on the line of retreat to Chatham 
and patiently awaited the arrival 
of the crippled l,U>.i with the inten¬ 
tion of giving it Us coup de grace. 

In .the meantime the Lion was 
taken in tow by the Indomitable and 
steered a widely divergent course, 
which brought it safely into port 
many miles from Chatham 

The sight , of the tugs returning 
without the Mon at the end of their 
tow lines no doubt gave rise to the 
German legend about thq loss of a 
British ship in the action.

Should Not be Done Too Early and 
tho Ground Should Always be Dry 
The harrowa break up the crust and 
readmit the air Further, the broken 
surface produced by the harrow a* 
ststa in retaining moisture In the lower 
part of the soil, although ths Inch 
or so of the surfoci that has been 
broken up by the barrow will dry 
much more quickly after harrowing 
titan if-It had been left hard. This 
Is because the connection with the 
soil underneath lias been broken, and 
the rise of the water to the surface 
Is checked. Rolling, or anything else 
that makes the surface of the ground 
smooth

Shell* Are New Being Gathered and 
Re used by the Germans 
How long will 9,000.000.000 cart¬ 
ridges last in a war of tha alze of the 
present one? llow much copper hat 
Germany on hand from which to make 
new cartridge* for the Infantry rlflea 
and machine guns, and dr>lng bands 
for tbe shells of all sixes? Great 
Britain haa derlared copper contra 
band of war. and ia tryl.ig to stop Ra 
going to any port whence It might 
reach Germany. Other things might 
end tbe war more speedily, but when 
the supply of copper quits then the 
war quits likewise. The German* are 
reported to have had nearly 9.000,000. 
000 rifle cartridges on hand when war 
broke out. They probably have 4 . 000 .- 
Ooo men under arms, possibly more 
They have thousands of marhine guns, 
each of which eats up cartrldg.'s as 
fast as a whole Infantry battalion 
Twelve hundred and fifty rounds per 
soldier, excluding the machine guns, 
snd Ihe 9.000.000.000 cartridges are 
gone Without doubt the Germans are 
reduced already to picking up the fired 
case* when it la feasible to do ao 
Trcnrh fighting la particularly well 
adapted to thla purpose, while from a 
machine gun the ejected cases are 
thrown ao uniformly that a basket 
would catch practically all of them 
The German cartridge nates are not 
well adapted lo being reloaded The 
American government reloads the 
fired rifle cartridge#, and Ih# require¬ 
ments specify that each rase must 
stand 20 such reloadings without split¬ 
ting or giving away at any spot llun 
dreds of tl ousands of fired cartridges 
are reloaded by the United States 
army each year, because while tbe 
complete loaded cartridges boat 
cents, the esse Itself costs nearly 14 
cents, a saving of 90 per cent through 
reloading.

In order that he should 
not b* recognized during his expedi¬ 
tions King Albert grew a beard, wore 
glasses, and trimmed hia balr In a 
new way. Ills disguise was so effec¬ 
tive 1 bat many of hia countrymen to 
whom h* waa a familiar figure pasaed 
hint without recognition in the var¬ 
ious (owns he visited. 

The roypl reporter seriously work¬ 
ed at the profession he adopted In 
the Gnited States ho waa employed by 
a Minneapolis newspaper at a salary 
of 919 a week. The king's employers 
were quite unaware of his Identity, 
snd when he returned with poor 
"copy” he was as badly hauled over 
the coals as were his less aristocratic 
colleagues. A story Is told by his 
conferes of the way he endeavored to 
obtain copy. 

Whilst on a Brooklyn newspaper 
Albert wanted entry into a house 
where s murder bad takfn place He 
wee slopped by a policeman, who de¬ 
manded his card The blue blooded 
reporter did not happen to have one, 
ao the representative of the law 
roughly ordered him off.

Albert, Prince of the Belgians?" 
"Well.” answered the unenlightened 
policeman "Mr. Prince should havj 
shown his card, for I'r* never heard 
of that paper."

As an all¬ 
round athlete he was especially quali¬ 
fied as an authority on outdoor 
games, lie can box. fence, ride, shoot, 
and swim. There are few subjects 
on which King Albert could not write 
a good article. He baa a knowledge 
of metallurgy, mining, shipbuilding, 
motor cart, and aviation.

"On* day 1 walked into the prin¬ 
cipal rafe for lunch and found there 
all three German captains on th* sum* 
errand 1 was Invited to sit down at 
their table, and was Introduced to the 
two stranger captains, with whom I 
passed a pleasant half hour. 

"Before leaving, one of the Germans 
stood .up and drank the (oast in Ger¬ 
man. the other two Joining him. 

"You know what It la. captain?" 
said my German friend. 

** Oh, yea,' 1 replied. ‘It ia "To the 
Day.*" 

"Ite half apologized, and remarking, 
‘Well, R ought not to have been drunk 
before you.* 

** 'Oh. It doesn't matter,' I said. Roth 
you and I and our young friend here 
! who gave the toast will all be dead be¬ 
fore that day comes. If It ever does 
come.' 

"At that the young German captain 
got Into a rage and exclaimed: 

" I am Just out of the German 
navy, and I believe we could do It 
now W# are not the navy we wera 
twenty years ago.' 

"The older captain stormed at him, 
and told him to atop It 

"There are many other shipment ra 
who must have heard that toast drunk 
long befor* the war." 


Dr. Robertson Makes a Personal Ap¬ 
peal to th# Fgrmtrs For Aid In 
a Good Work 

We publish today a second appeal on 
behalf or the Red Cross 8ociety, by 
Hr. James W. Robertaon. 

Dr Robertson Is still beat known to 
Ihe farmers of Canada as Professor 
Robertaon.

From Prince Edward Island to 
Alberta, farmers profited '>y the illus¬ 
tration dairy stations and the travel¬ 
ling instrndtors Th* output of cheese 
snd butter in Canada added to th* 
.tlon of it* rural workers. 

Other public services of continuing 
and growing value were inaugurated, 
while Profeaeor Robertaon wai’Tom 
mlasloner of agriculture. Among them 
were the live stock branch, th* cold 
storage aenrlce. the seed grain com¬ 
petitions. trial shipments of fruit to 
the United Kingdom, and extensions 
of markets. 

Besides there were the manual 
training movement, the school gar¬ 
dens household science and the con 
aolldsted rural schools. 

In more recent veers. Dr. Robertaon 
was chairman of the royal commission 
on industrial training and technical 
education. Farmer* In all province* 
are (..miliar with the survey of fartm 
by the comralalon of conservation and 
the illuatratlon farms of Its committee 
on lands, of which he Is chairman. 

In these and many other ways, Dr. 
Robertaon has given the farmers of 
Canada the beat that was In him lie 
•ays he Is their debtor, for many op¬ 
portunities. for mnch kindness and for 
warm apprec let Iona. But they are 
hia debtors too And he now reminds 
(hem of that for the first time in or 
der lo establish hia right and privilege 
to appeal to them for thla worthy 
•soar.

Anaesthetics for Horses 

On thi battlefield In Europe, 
horses are treated with just the same 
care and skill as ts shown to tbe 
soldiers, and are given chloroform 
and other anaesthetics before being 
operated upon by skilled officers. To 
every division and cavalry brigade 
is attached a mobile veterinary sec¬ 
tion. each consisting of one officer and 
twenty-two trained men of the A.V.C. 

The mobile section la divided into 
two sub-sections. one employed in col¬ 
lecting auk and wounded horses from 
tbe firing line and other places, while 
tbe other branch conveys the patients 
to the nearest railhead. Thence they 
are sent by train to the nearest bass 
veterinary hospital, where they are 
treated according to the nature of 
their wounds or sickness. 

Each hospital lias accommodation 
for some thousand or more cases, 
aqd Is equipped wlht every requisite 
for medical and surgical use f When 
sufficiently recovered the horses are 
drafted to the convalescent farm, 
where ths curs Is completed.
